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REMARKS 

Claims 1-43 were pending in the present application. Claims 34-43 have been cancelled. 
Claims 1-33 remain pending and have not been amended. 

Board Decision and remaining rejections 

The decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences ("Board") dated February 
18, 2009 affirmed the provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection of Claims 1-43, 
the §102 rejections of Claims 34-36 and 39-42 and the §103 rejections of Claims 37, 38 and 43. 
The §102 rejections of Claims 1-9, 11, 13, 16, 18, 20, 21, 26, 27 and 30-32 and the §103 
rejections of Claims 10, 12, 14, 15, 17, 19, 22-29 and 33 have been reversed by the Board. 

Accordingly, with respect to Claims 1-33 only a provisional obviousness-type double 
patenting rejection remains. To overcome this rejection, Applicants submit herewith a terminal 
disclaimer in accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.321. For at least the forgoing reasons, the 
Applicants respectfully submit that Claims 1-33 are in condition for allowance.
